DORSEY TRAILERS 
SALES & PROFITS 
INCREASED IN 1972 


The Dorsey Corporation 
(NYSE), a leading manufacturer 
of glass and plastic containers 
and cargo trailers, announced 
increased sales and reduced 
earnings for the year ended 
December 31, 1972. 

Sales in 1972 increased sub- 
stantially to $114,296,000 from 
$95,326,000 in 1971, while net 
income décreased to $4,232,000, 
or $1.38 per share on a fully 
diluted basis, from last year’s 
$4,294,000, or $1.44. 

In making the announcement, 
Herbert L. Oakes, president, 
said that production problems 
in the company’s glass contain- 
er division, coupled with heavy 
Startup costs for a new glass 
container plant at Keyser, West 
Virginia, sharply reduced div- 
isional operating earnings des- 
pite a 10 per cent increase in 
sales. In addition, operating 
earnings from the company’s 
plastic container division, while 
up about 10 per cent for the 
year, did not keep pace with 
the growth in sales due to ex- 
penses associated with the div- 
ision’s accelerated expansion 
program. Sales and earnings of 
Dorsey’s cargo trailer busi- 
ness, he added, were up sub- 
stantially for the year. 
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Ben Ringsdorf Being Released From 
POW Camp This Week 


“It’s so wonderful! Weare so 
happy! Our prayers have been 
answered! It pays to pray! Let 
me hug your neck -let me hug 
someone's neck, we are sohap- 
py!” cried Mrs. W. M. Rings- 
dorf Tuesday afternoon Shortly 
after she and her husband, are- 
tired Elba dentist, had received 
a telephone call from the U. S. 
Air Force confirming that their 
son, Air Force Captain Ben 
Ringsdorf, was among an extra 
group of twenty POW’s held by 
the North Vietnamese that would 
be released “in the next few 
days”. Captain Ringsdorf has 
been a prisoner since his jet 
plane was shot down in flames 
over North Vietnam on Novem- 
ber 11, 1966. 


Captain Ringsdorf will first 
be flown to Clark Air Force 
Base in the Philippines for sev- 
eral days for complete physicals 
and Air Force de-briefing. 
From Clark he is expected to 
be transferred to Maxwell Air 
Force Base at Montgomery for 
several weeks. Arrangements 
are already underway for him 
to be re-united with his parents 
and his brother, Dr. Marshall 
Ringsdorf of Birmingham. This 
reunion, arranged by the Air 
Force, will take place at Max- 


well, where quarters are being 
prepared for the returning 
POW’s and their families, Cap- 
tain Ringsdorf has another bro- 
ther, Frazier, who is employed 
by an American firm in Turkey. 

Mrs. Ringsdorf had talked 
with THE ELBA CLIPPER Mon- 
day afternoon and talked freely 
of her emotions and reactions 
to the release earlier of the 
three plane loads of Americans 
from Hanoi prison camps. 

She stated “Of course we want 
Ben home as soon as possible, 
but just seeing those boys walk 
down that ramp sure makes both 
Doctor and I feel real good.” 
Mrs. Ringsdorf continued with 
“The Doctor and I both started 
getting a little emotional watch- 
ing those boys coming back but 
we talked about it and I told 
Doctor we must control oursel- 
ves just a little longer. We 
knew our son would be in the 
next group or if not in that gr- 
oup, in the third group to be 
released. We have every reason 
to believe he is in good health 
and has no broken bones”. She 
added “I know our prayers are 
being answered”. 

The first Americans held 
captive by North Vietnam were 
released last weekend. Thenext 
group was scheduled in two 


weeks according to the peace 
agreement signed by all parties 
involved in the conflict in South- 
east Asia. This group of Amer- 


icans is a plus and speeds up 
a prisoner of war release that 
had fallen behind schedule even 
before it got started.

BILL DICKINSON 


Last week lintroduced in Con- 


gress an amendment to the Con- 
stitution which would do away 
with forced busing to achieve 
racial balance. 


The amendment states, “No 


public school student shall, be- 
cause of his race, color or creed 
be employed, promoted or as- 
signed to or required to work 
at any particular job or loca- 
tion.” 


This amendment will require 


ratification by three fourths of 
the State legislatures within 
seven years or it will be in- 
operative. 


Correspondence from my con- 


stituents indicates that forced 
busing is an issue close to the 
hearts and minds of Alabamians. 
I suspect the same is now true 
for many of my colleagues. The 
recent decision in Prince Geor- 
ges County, Maryland, adjacent 
to the District of Columbia, 
has spurred concern in con- 
gress and multiple efforts are 
underway to end the evils of 
forced busing. 


Court ordered busing plans 


have left in their wake confus- 


ion and contradiction in the law 


anger. fear and turmoil in local 
communities and, worst of all, 
agonized concern among hun- 
dreds of thousands of parents 


for the education and safety 
of their children, who have 
been forced by court order to 
be bused miles away from their 
neighborhood schools. 

I think the only way, given 
recent court rulings, to insure 
a return to the neighborhood 
concept is to pass a constitu- 
forced busing. This is why 
I have sponsored this amend- 
ment. Until the chaos -- for 
the blacks and whites alike -- 
brought about by forced busing 
is ended, our entire system 
of public education is threaten- 
ed. 

Now that busing has finally 
come to the North, to the same 
people who pushed it down the 
throats of the South, northern 
Congressmen are finding out 
their people don’t like busing 
any more than we do in the 
South. I think there is going 
to be a change of positions 
on the part of many northern 
members of both the House 
and Senate. 

Anti-busing legislation intro- 
duced in the 92nd Congress 
did not receive the support ne- 
cessary for passage. Let us

CPA’S Clarify Tax Law 
Application For Aged 


This is the fourth of a ser- 
les of articles prepared by the 
Alabama Society of Certified 
Public Accountants offering ad- 
vice on filing 1972 Federal In- 
come Tax Returns. 

Elderly taxpayers enjoy cer- 
tain breaks under Federal tax 
laws, but some of the regula- 
tions affecting them are rather 
complicated. The Alabama So- 
ciety of Certified Public Ac- 
countants has attempted to clar- 
ify the picture. 

‘Beginning with the most 
clearcut provisions of the Rev- 
enue Act the CPA's point out 
that benefits under the Social 
Security and Railroad Retire- 
ment Programs are tax emempt. 
Also, pensioners are not taxed 
on that portion of their pension 
benefits resulting from con- 
tributions they, themselves, 
made from previously taxed in- 
come. 

Most other pension benefits 
are taxable but the tax rates 
for the elderly, because oftheir 
usually reduced incomes, arein 
most cases low. Each person 
over 65 gets a double personal 
exemption, and since the exem- 
ption went up to $750 in 1972, 
that means $3,000 in exemptions 
for a couple above that age. 
Taken together with the low in- 
come allowance, whichalso went 
up -- from $1,050 to $1,300 -- 
this means the couple can have 
an income of $4,300 over and 
above their Social Security 
benefits without incurring any 
tax obligations. 


If a person has recieved pen- 
sion or annuity benefits thatare 
taxable, the CPA’s reccomend 
that he call or write the near- 
est IRS office to obtain simple 
forms for reporting them and 
computing the tax due. 

To avoid having to pay one 
large tax on pension earnings 
at the end of the year, it is 
often possible to arrange with 
the company making the pay- 
ments to withhold income tax 
from the monthly pension check. 

Retired persons who receipe 
little or nothing from Social 
Security can sometimes save up 
to a few hundred dollars on the 
taxes owed on investment in- 
come by use of a device called 
the retirement income credit. 
_ For this, qualified guidance 
is indispensable. 

For the children of retired 
people, CPAs have a reminder 
that an unmarried person may 
qualify for special tax treat- 
ment as a “head of household” 
if he provides more than half 
the support of dependent rela- 
tives. Relatives other thanpar- 
ents have to live in the tax- 
payers home, but parents can 
live elsewhere. 

If more than one child sup- 
ports an elderly parent, yet none 
provided more than half the 
Support, one of them can still 
take the parent as a dependent. 
The others must agree not to 
claim the exemption this yeat¥ 
In some families the children

MENATODE CONTROL 

Dr. Luther Farrar, plant path- 
ologist at Auburn, said some- 
thing the other day atthe Peanut 
and Field Crops Day that madea 
lot of sense. He said, “Cof- 


fee County farmers are well a-- 


ware that worms get in hogs and 
cattle, and we worm them once 
or twice a year to get rid of the 
worms.” He pointed out that 
nematodes (very tiny. worms) 
attack plants during the growing 
season and most folks do noth- 
ing about it. 

I predict that more farmers 
will treat peanut land this year 
for nematodes than in any pre- 
vious year. We will be getting 
out full redommendations on 
nematode control to Coffee 
County farmers within the next 
few weeks. We certainly recom- 
mend that farmers test peanut 
land for nematodes. A test will 
reveal the kind of nematodes, the 
number present, and whether or 
not treatment is necessary. 
FIRE ANT CONTROL 

H. L. Martin, who lives at 
Route One, Coffee Springs, would 
like to participate in the fire 
ant control program. He told 
me that he thought it would be 
difficult to get 5,000 acres in 
one block signed up for this 
program. The fire ant control

I will help 
wherever possible, 
BEEF CATTLE PRODUCTION 


We have a number of pure 
bred cattle producers in Coffee 
County who are gaining promi- 


nence, Some of these are W.H. 
Taylor and Paul Windham of 
Elba, Neal Adkison of New 


Brockton, Dr. Paul O'Neal of 
Enterprise, James Wise in the 
‘Fairview community and sey- 
eral other smaller breeders who 
are beginning. 

W. H. Taylor has about 18 
Polled Hereford bulls entered 
in the Southeast Beef Evalua- 
tion Center in Headland, He 
got a preliminary report on his 
bulls a few days ago, andamong 
the top ten gaining bulls Taylor 
had the first, second and third 
gainers in this test. In the top 
gaining 
first and second places. In the 
individual bulls Taylor’s top th- 
ree on the 84-day test gained 
about 4-1/4 pounds a day. In 
the pens his bulls averaged a lit- 
tle over 3-1/2 pounds per day. 

I am glad to see our breeders 
improving quality. This will 
not only be profitable to them 
but this will be profitable to the 
commercial cattlemen who buy 
bulls, 

SUMMER GRAZING 

Quite frequently, we get re- 
quests for information on sum- 
mer grazing to be used for beef 
cattle. Of course, Coastal Ber- 
muda and Bahiagrass are the two 
main permanent type forage 
crops we have in Coffee County. 
Many people wean calves early 
for various reasons and then 
keep them on for several months 
to put on additional weight. 

Fred Hataway of Route One, 
Kinston, does some of this, but 
reports that he gets very poor 
weight gains on most summer 
pastures. One of the reasons 
for this, according to Auburn 
nutritionist B.G. Ruffin, is the 
fact that we do not have a good 
temporary grazing crop for the 
summer months. This is espec- 
ially true for light weight ani- 
mals. One reason for this isthe 
high moisture content of most 
temporary grasses growing in 
the summer. As a result, light 
weight animals are just not able 
to consume enough dry matter 
to make good gains on such 
forage. Perhaps some dry feed 
in addition to the grazing would 
be very beneficial on light wei- 
ght cattle. However, I have not 
yseen any research on this. But 
the good price being received 
for light weight cattle indicates

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Property Reappraisal — 


Contract Is 


All property in Coffee 
County will be reappraised, as 
the result of a statewide pro- 
perty reappraisal program dir- 
ected by State Legislative Act 
No. 160, approved by Governor 
Wallace on January 19, 1972. 

In compliance with this Act, 
the Coffee County governing bo- 
dy has sent invitations to bid 
to 12 prime property appraisal 
contractors approved by the St- 
ate Department of Revenue. Th- 
ese bids will be opened by the 
Coffee County Commission on 
Monday, February 26. 

Estimates on cost of this 
program to Coffee County vary 
from $250,000 to $500,000. This 
cost will be paid over a 5-year 
period by the Government units 
who receive the proceeds from 
property taxes; these include 
the State of Alabama, county, 
cities and schools within the 
county. It will be pro-rated 
according to the percentage of 
taxes received by each of these 
groups. 

This work is to be comple- 
ted by September 15, 1974. Pr- 
operty owners will have a ch- 
ance to accept the results of 
the reappraisal or to disagree. 

The State Department of 
Revenue, Tax Assessor, County 
governing body and County Bo- 
ard of Equalization all have a 
part to play in this undertaking. 

Purpose of this re-assess- 
ment program is to set up fair 
and equal appraisal of each par- 
cel of property at its current: 
market value, thereby assess- 
ing ad valorem taxes at a fair 
rate for all property owners. 

This became necessary be- 
cause according to the State 
Department of Revenue “for 
several years there has been a 
growing realization that pro-

Work Begins 
On Airport 
20 Year Plan 


Today (February 22) Elba 
City officials will meet with 
the engineering firm of PAD- 
GETT AND DINNING, from 
Bowling Green, Kentucky, tode- 
termine the need of expansion of 
the Elba City Airport, and to 
begin plans for that expansion 
accordingly. 

City Clerk Tom Dyess says 
that a contract has been signed 
with PADGETT AND DINNING 
to prepare an Airport Master 
Plan, a projected plan to cover 
the airport needs of Elba for 
the next 20 years. This pro- 
cedure is required by the Fed- 
eral government before expan- 
sion grants will be approved. 
Cost of preparation of this Plan 
will be $2,000. Federal funds 
are available at the rate of 
15% to the city’s 25%. 

With assistance in the 
amount of $50,000 from the 
State of Alabama, the City of 
Elba has already purchased 100 
acres oflandacross the highway 
from the airport; plans for this 
property include extension of 
the present East-West runway.
